Microlog represents our 
fulltext document service. Most titles included in 
Canadian Research Index are available in paper as 
well as microfiche format. Together, these services are 
a powerful tool for finding Canadian report 
publications. 


The Canadian Research Index includes scientific and 
technical research papers in physical, natural and social 
sciences. It also includes policy papers, important 
Statistical publications, and annual reports. 


Documents issued in English or French are catalogued, 
indexed and abstracted in the language of the 
publication, while bilingual documents are catalogued, 
indexed and abstracted in both languages.

In the months preced- 
ing their deaths, Roy had been charged with a 
number of criminal offences associated with do- 
mestic violence, and both had been involved with 
one or more government departments or social ser- 
vice agencies which provide services to victims of 
domestic violence or domestic violence offenders. 
This report presents findings and recommenda- 
tions of a commission asked to examine how the 
criminal justice system and each of those depart- 
ments or agencies responded to the couple, and to 
assess whether that response was appropriate in 
the surrounding circumstances. The commission 
also determined whether appropriate systems and 
processes exist in Manitoba to adequately meet the 
needs of all victims of domestic violence and do- 
mestic violence offenders. After a review of the 
facts of the case and of the cycle of domestic vio- 
lence (in general and in the Lavoie case), the report 
considers issues related to the Winnipeg Police 
Service, the Family Violence Court, the Women’s 
Advocacy Program, community and youth correc- 
tions, civil restraining orders, social service agen- 
cies, social allowances, the legal profession, and 
public awareness.

The sensory 
evaluation compared the flavour and taste of fillets 
from fish exposed to hydrocarbons with the flavour 
and taste of a contro! group of fish held in uncon- 
taminated water.
